super-rambunctious dog who you are sure will be 
too much for your energy level, but remember, that 
dog may have been sitting in a kennel all day before 
they met you, and they are excited! Put that same 
dog in a home and you may find that they are a 
total couch potato. And never go off appearances 
alone — we all know how well that turns out. 


Think about it like speed dating. You spend a night 
meeting a bunch of people — sharing likes and 
dislikes -- and at the end select your best matches. 
Maybe it’s the friendliest person you meet — the one 
who made that amazing first impression. Sounds 
great right? Well it turns out speed dating only has 
about a 4% success rate -- quite a risk for something 
as important as a relationship. A relationship with 
a pet can be just as long lasting (if not more so) 
than a romantic one. The most outgoing pet at the 
shelter isn’t the greatest match for everyone.

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New Montauk 
Skatepark 
Exceeds 
Expectations —

hen the brand-new, completely 

renovated Montauk skatepark 
opened on Friday, August 26, some- 
thing rare and truly special happened 
almost immediately for all those 
who rolled onto its smooth concrete 
expanse — it absolutely met, and ex- 
ceeded, all expectations. Some are 


saying it’s the best skatepark in the 


Northeast. 

Talk to local skaters and they'll tell 
you they’re in heaven, perhaps using 
different words, but the sentiment 
is there. “Can't believe the amazing 
vibes that have been constantly roll- 
ing at this park. It still feels like a 


dream every time I’ve pulled up here,” - 


Montauk’s Kyle Ferguson (@kylecferg) 
writes in one of many jubilant com- 
ments from skaters on the Montauk 
Skatepark Coalition Instagram ac- 
count. 

“Tt’s the best park because of the use 
of natural elements like the boulders. 
You don’t see that in most parks,” ex- 
plains Pat Lane, one of the local skat- 
ers who gave a lot of input into how 
the park took shape. “It’s as unique 
as Montauk is. There’s a wave and 
clam shell-shaped obstacles,” he adds, 
describing the park as having “some- 
thing for everyone.” 

Indeed, the Montauk Skatepark Co- 
alition, which began fundraising in 
2020 to completely refurbish the pre- 
vious park, came in with a vision for 
something more friendly to kids and 
new skaters, while also including fea- 
tures that would make even the most 
seasoned skaters happy. The result, af- 
ter raising $1.5 million for the project 
and months of construction — includ- 
ing tearing down the original park, 
which had seen better days since its 
construction in 1999 — is exactly that. 

The park offers beautiful. bowls, 
smooth transitions, a classic concrete 
pool and plenty of street features such 
as rails, hubbas, stairs and more. But 
along with the amazing skating, the 
park has also been cleaned up and 
cleared out to make it a lovely spot 
that a variety of people would enjoy

visiting. 

“I would say on average there were 
30-50 people there almost the entire 
day,” recalls Montauk Skatepark Co- 
alition president John Britton, who 
spearheaded the Herculean effort of 
making this once torn-up, graffiti-rid- 
dled park into a masterpiece of skate- 
park design. 

“What’s really gratifying for me is 
seeing people who are not skateboard- 
ers, people who are older who have 
heard about the project or read about 
it — and they show up and they walk 
around, and they just want to see the 
scene. You can overhear their com- 
mentary and it’s incredibly positive. 
They're just amazed,” Britton says, 
attributing the non-skaters’ interest to 
the Coalition’s work clearing out inva- 
sive shrubbery, replanting the hill and 
beautifying the space. 

“You:can see the ocean now, and 
they took away the fence that made it 
look more like a prison yard. There’s 
no more graffiti, there’s comfortable 
seating. It’s all clean. It’s just so visu- 
ally appealing right now, it’s a great 
hangout spot,” Britton adds. 

“The park has been packed every 
day since opening,” Lane concurs. 

Since the first week, locals and 
visitors, including loads of young kids, 
have been gathering for Friday Skate 
Day sessions, where Britton says peo- 
ple can learn from others and a good 
time is had by all. Next Friday, Sep- 
tember 24 from 1-6 p.m., the Mon-

tauk Skatepark Coalition is hosting a 
contest with cash prizes in multiple 
categories, including Boys Under 12, 
Girls Under 12, Adults, Best Trick and 
more. 
“That'll be an all-day thing. There 


will be some music and it will be very. 


festive,” he says, noting that he’s ex- 
pecting to see lots of people, including 
some “excellent” skaters participating 
from out of town. “We’ve already had 
a couple pros come out,” Britton says. 
Montauk’s new park is another at- 
traction to bring visitors to the hamlet 
as skaters from NYC and beyond will 
surely make the trip to skate it. “Visi- 


tors could make it a whole weekend of - 


surfing and skating in Montauk,” Brit- 


ton says, pointing out that the cooler 
weather might actually be the best 
time for skating because the park gets 
so hot in the summer, though they are 
making efforts to add more shade for 
next season. 

“The success of this park, I think, 
really is going to inspire some addi- 
tional development of other parks,” 
Britton adds, looking to the work go- 
ing on now at Greenport’s decaying 
skatepark and other places that could - 
follow Montauk’s lead. “The Town of 
Southampton is looking into one in 
Southampton and also in Speonk,” he 
shares. 

But for now, it appears nothing can 
beat the Montauk Skatepark. 
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Montauk Man Gets 20 
Years for Killing Ex’s 
Lover

Pe ex-convict from Montauk who admitted killing the 
4.38-year-old man who was his ex-girlfriend’s love inter- 
est in 2019 was sentenced September 7 to 20 years in prison 
plus 5 years post-release supervision. 

Judge Stephen Braslow sentenced 50-year-old Joseph 
- Grippo at Suffolk County court in Riverhead, where Grippo 
pleaded guilty in July to first-degree manslaughter in a deal 
that avoided him going to trial on a charge of second-degree 
murder, which carries a sentence of 25 years to life in prison. 

“No amount of incarceration will bring the victim back 
to his loved ones, but with this lengthy sentence, justice 
has been served and this defendant will no longer be able 
to harm others,” said Suffolk County District Attorney Ray- 
mond Tierney. 

Prosecutors and Suffolk police said Grippo stabbed and 
bludgeoned fellow Montauk resident Robert “Panda” Casado 
to death on a narrow, shrouded path frequently used as a 
shortcut through Kirk Park a little after 7 a.m. on Thursday, 
June 6, 2019. 

Homicide Squad detectives arrested Grippo two weeks 
later following an investigation with East Hampton Town 
detectives. He has since been held without bail at Suffolk 
County jail. 

Prosecutors said Grippo lured Casado to a secluded section 
of the path behind Second House and the Montauk Indian 
Museum that connects Main Street and Second House Road. 
There, Grippo used a pickaxe to stab Casado and strike him 
in the head with the blunt side of the tool, authorities said. 

He died of blunt force trauma shortly later. 

Grippo previously served two years in the Auburn Correc- 
tional Facility after being convicted of attempted robbery in 
1990 at age 18. Six years after he was paroled, Grippo was 
convicted of armed robbery and assault with a weapon with 
intent to kill, among other felonies, and served 15 years at the 
Collins Correctional Facility. 

When he was released in 2012, Grippo returned to Mon- 
tauk, where he lived in his mother’s house on Old Montauk 
Highway and worked as a landscaper.

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Hochul Leads in 
Polls, Funds Over 
Zeldin, Who Calls 
for Debates

ith two months to go until Election Day, 

Democratic Gov. Kathy Hochul has a 
clear fundraising advantage over challenger 
U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), who is urging 
the governor to debate. 

Hochul’s campaign launched a $2 million 
television ad attacking Zeldin on his vote 
against certifying the 2020 presidential elec- 
tion in favor of Joe Biden on Jan. 6, 2021, just 
hours after a mob of Trump loyalists stormed 
the U.S. Capitol, as well as Zeldin’s support 
of the June U.S. Supreme Court decision 
overturning national abortion rights. Zeldin 
slammed Hochul for continuing not to answer 
his demand that she debate him five times in 
media markets across the state. 

“We're post-Labor Day and Kathy Hochul 
still hasn’t accepted any debate requests yet,” 
Zeldin told reporters. “What is Kathy Hochul 
so scared of? This is something that she should 
be enthusiastic about.” 

Although Hochul hasn’t yet committed to 
any debates with Zeldin, she made it clear that 
she’s willing to face her opponent on the debate 
stage before the election. 

“Te already said I’m willing to debate, I 
always debate,” Hochul said. “This is my 14th 
election, I actually look forward to debates. It’s 
going to happen.” 

Zeldin has doubled down on his allegiance 
to former President Donald Trump, who head- 
lined a lucrative campaign fundraiser for him 
this month. The $1.5 million haul from the

event will help Zeldin make up some of the 
gaping fundraising chasm between himself 
and Hochul, who had a more than $10 million 
advantage as of the last filing period with the 
state Board of Elections in mid-July. 

Zeldin said that he’d campaign alongside 
Trump in the run up to the November election, 
pointing to rising crime and inflation as issues 
animating many Democrats and independents. 
Katie Vincentz, Zeldin’s campaign spokesper- 
son, declined to reveal to PoliticsNY how much

campaign cash he’s brought in since July, but 


said he'll “have all of the resources he needs” to 
win in November. 

According to a poll from the right-leaning 
polling firm co/efficient, that put Zeldin just 
6 points behind Hochul, the Hispanic vote is 
split evenly between Zeldin and Hochul — who 
both received 41% support of Hispanic voters, 
with 18% of respondents undecided. 

But those results sharply contrast with a 
Public Policy Polling survey released Sep- 
tember 12 that put Hochul 15 points ahead of 
Zeldin overall and gave her a 57% edge over 
him with Hispanic and Latino voters. Plus, an 
Emerson College poll released Friday that also 
had Hochul with a 15-point lead over Zeldin 

Hochul’s campaign has consistently declined 
to comment on polls.

Riverhead to Hold 
Public Hearing on 
Pot Sales Rules

he Town of Riverhead has scheduled a 

public hearing to debate proposed legisla- 
tion regulating pot shops and cannabis cafes 
that will soon be allowed to sell newly legalized 
recreational marijuana. 

The hearing scheduled for 6 p.m. on Oc- 
tober 18 will allow residents to weigh in on a 
proposed amendment to the town code that 
would “implement time, place, manner and 


saturation restrictions related to retail sale or 
on-site consumption for persons over the age 
of 21 within” Riverhead town. 

Proposed rules include not allowing retail 
or on-site consumption establishments to be 
located near a school, playground, or daycare 
center, among other facilities. Retailers would 
be open until 8 p.m. weekdays and 10 p.m. on 
weekends while cafes would be required to 
close by 10 p.m. weekdays and midnight on 
weekends, according to the proposal. Such es- 
tablishments would also be required to have an 
odor management plan in place. 

Riverhead is one of four towns on Long 
Island that did not opt out of allowing recre- 
ational marijuana sales. The other three are 
Babylon, Brookhaven and Southampton. The 
state Cannabis Control Board has not yet li- 
censed any retail establishments.

GARDINER’S ISLAND

y home in East Hampton sits on 

a hillside across the street from 
four marinas. There’s lots of activity 
here. I bought this place because of 
that. I like busy places. Yachts, sail- 
boats, catamarans, deep-sea fishing 
boats, lovers walking along 
the boardwalk, kayaks, row- © 
boats, clammer boats. Late £ 
in the day, the sun sets over 
the far shore. Often cars 
pull over and motorists get 
out and take pictures. It’s 
fun facing out on Three Mile 
Harbor. 

Forty-two years ago when I bought 
this place, I quickly discovered I was 
living across the street from royalty. 
Hampton royalty. 

I first saw it as a black sailing ship 
called Laughing Lady that flew a Jolly 
Roger flag from atop its main mast as 
it left Gardiner’s Marina for Gardin- 
er’s Island for the day. I’d see Mr. Gar- 
diner’s guests topside, enjoying the 
salt sea air and excited to be going to 
his private island off East Hampton. 
His crew manned the helm. He him- 
self, the very rich Robert David Lion 
Gardiner, stood on the bow, a hand- 
some man in a blue blazer with brass 


buttons. White pants. Shined shoes. 
Appropriate for a luncheon served by 
servants at his Manor House. 

Mr. Gardiner was, with his wife Eu- 
nice, amember of the Hamptons social 
set. Very wealthy. Places in Manhat- 
tan, Palm Beach and East Hampton. 
He loved to talk. His mansion here on 
Main Street had been the Sum- 
mer White House when Pres- 
ident John Tyler visited the 

home of his young wife’s 
family. Julia Gardiner 
had married the President 
when she was 24. The only 
woman, a beautiful woman, 

ever to marry a sitting president 
of the United States. That was in 1844. 


I got to know Robert David Lion ~ 


Gardiner. When he saw Dan’s Pa- 
pers distributed in the stores in 
town, he called me up, told me who 
he was — adding “the 16th Lord of 
the Manor” — and invited me to take 
a trip out to Gardiner’s Island with 
him. And I went. Coming aboard 
with me was Jim Lytton, a young 


photographer in town who worked. 


for me. 

And that’s how Mr. Gardiner 
learned I lived across the street from 
his marina. As we sailed out, I pointed 
out my house. Less than 100 yards 


from the marina. 

He also bought an ad in the paper. 
A small one. But he kept it up for 
years. After the first year, he called to 
ask that I send him a bill once a year 
rather than monthly, so “I won't have 
to be writing so many checks,” as he 
told me. I obliged him. 

Gardiner’s Island had originally 
been granted by the King of England 
to Lion Gardiner, the first English set- 
‘tler in New York State, Mr. Gardiner 
told us, as we toured that 5-square- 
mile island in a bouncy pickup truck. 
He took us to the Manor House. 
Showed us where Captain Kidd’s trea- 
sure was buried, the tree where a ser- 
vant living on his island was hanged 
for murdering another servant, as 
ordered by John Gardiner, the Fifth 
Lord of the Manor. We spent the day 
on the island. 

I went out several other times to 
the island with Gardiner along with 
others. And I got to listen to the same 


stories he told me, now told to others, | 


over and over. Indeed, that’s all he 
ever talked about. 
Once he called me on the phone to 


- complain that our local congressman 


had just announced he’d seize the is- 
land and keep it from ever being de- 
veloped. I should write about it. He 
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would never do that. Then he went on 
and on about the island again. And I, 
busy at work, tried to get a word in 
edgewise to get him off the phone. I 
was 28. He was 56 or so. Jeez. 

But I did write about it. Gardiner, 
still upset, then threw his hat into the 
ring to challenge our congressman for 
his seat. Gardiner lost. But he’d made 
his point. His island from then until 


now remained in the Gardiner fam- 


ily’s hands. 

One day, sitting out on our front 
deck with my wife and 5-year-old 
daughter watching the passing scene, 
I saw Gardiner get out of the back of 
his chauffeur-driven limousine by his 
marina. He waved to us, then began 
planting flowers adjacent to the ma- 
rina’s sign. Finishing, uninvited, he 
walked over and sat with us awhile, 
enjoying the iced tea we offered him. 

At one point, he turned to my 
daughter, leaned over, and showed 
her the solid gold rings he wore on his 
fingers, now covered with dirt. 

“When you grow up,” he told her, 
“only accept rings made from pirate 
gold. That’s what these are. Came 
from Captain Kidd himself.” 

He then told (or retold) the story of 
how he and his wife had gone to Lon- - 
don to attend a ball celebrating the 
coronation of Queen Elizabeth II in 
1953. He had danced with the queen, 
he said. as 

“Back in:1701,” he said, “after Cap- 
tain Kidd was hung in London, John 
Gardiner, who oversaw the burying 
of the treasure, dug it up and made 
a list of everything that was there. It 
was a long list of gold, diamonds and 
coins. He turned the treasure over to 
the authorities who came from Boston 
to get it, and they shipped it back to 
England. Now here I was, dancing 
with the queen. And I took out John 
Gardiner’s old list from my breast 
pocket. “Your people must have made 
a list when they received it,’ I told the 
queen. ‘I wonder if it matches what 
we sent.’ She sent for that list. Things 
were missing. Things had been pil- 
fered along the way.” 

We went to a dinner at his East 
Hampton mansion. On the wall in 
the front hall was a painting of his 
wife Eunice made by Salvadore Dali. 
“Beautiful, isn’t she?” he asked us. But 
she was in Palm Beach that day. “I 
commissioned it.” 

Robert David Lion Gardiner, age 
93, died in 2004 and is buried in the 
South End Cemetery by Town Pond 
between the graves of two other for- 
mer Gardiners. But his obelisk is 
taller. —

omen live longer than men. 

Everybody knows that. Why 
is up for grabs.

Serena Williams retiring. The Mets 
making a big run for the World Series. 
Elon Musk. making plans for Mars. I 
would have missed all that. Not fair. 

Speaking of which, the government 
in August released its most recent data 
on longevity in America. And yes, 
the men still lag behind the 4 
women by almost six years. A 
Furthermore, looking deep # 
down into the data, I found 
out I was supposed to be 
dead by now. 

The longevity data reports 
on the five main ethnic groups 
in America, which is possible to do 
because every year the government 
collects information from everybody 
about this. The categories are “White,” 
“Black,” “Asian,” “Hispanic,” and “Na- 
tive American and Alaska Native.” 

I read data in 2019 which showed 
Asians in America are the lucky re- 
cipients of the longest life spans. Their 
average life span was 86. The Hispan- 
ics came in second at 82 years. Whites 
were third with 79 years, Blacks 
fourth with 75 and Native Americans 
last at 73 years.

the White-category. Could it be that, 
on average, they are temperamen- 

. tally happier? Is having the 
major hot meal at noon ev- 

ery day the answer? I don’t 

know. 
I was thinking, “Hey, 
Whites, get off those tread- 
mills. Get out there in the air 
and get some work done!” 

But the most sobering takeaway of 
all of this for me was the Whites’ life 
span, which dropped to 76 years in 
the data for the 2021 calendar year. 

At 76, you'd add three years if you’re 
a female. Me? I’m a White male. You 
subtract three. That means my ex- 
pected life span is 73. 

But on August 15, 2022, I turned 
83. So I have lived longer than the 
average. And I’m still chugging along. 
Enjoying what the women have gotten 
to see all this time and then a little 
more so. 

Have I thought about why my life 
span has gone beyond the average? All 
I can come up with is that I’ve done 
something I enjoy for my entire adult 
life. It’s called Dan’s Papers. I founded 
it in a community I love. I made a fi- 


nancial success of it. I wrote things 
that I hoped would make others hap- 
pier than they would have been had 
they not read what I wrote. And here 
Iam. 

And it’s also true — my dad pointed 
this out to me years ago — that I’ve 
been a complete failure at every other 
thing I ever tried to do. In grammar 
school, I was told I was a child prod- 
igy in music. But my parents, seeing 
after six months that I didn’t want to 
practice the piano for five hours a day, 
called it off. 

In high school my dad got me a 
weekend job in a photography store 
and after three weeks, they fired me 
for being slow. In college I worked 
for my dad in the summertime at his 
store in Montauk and he fired me. 
College ended with my trying to be- 


come an architect but failing. I got a 


job in The New York Times city room 
and they fired me after two weeks. I 
tried teaching at Southampton Col- 
lege and they did not invite me back. 
I cofounded an alternative newspaper 
in Manhattan and after six months, 
the others bought me out and I was 
outta there. 

I just want to thank everybody for 
teaching me my lesson. So I’m just go- 
ing to keep doing the only thing that 
works for me. And which I enjoy doing 
very much. 

No idea how long this will keep go- 
ing. But I hope it’s a lot. 
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Crustacean 
Controversy: 
Seafood 
Watchdog 
Red Lists 
Lobster, 
East End 
Bites Back

A fishing industry watchdog group 
nade a splash when it recently 


urged the public not to eat American 
lobster — a mainstay on menus at 
many eateries on the East End. 

Advocates with Seafood Watch ar- 
gue that the traps commercial fish- 
ing companies use to catch lobster off 
the coast of Maine and Canada can 
cause endangered whales to become 
entangled in the lines that connect to 
the ocean floor. Lobster industry lead- 
ers maintain that a whale hasn’t been 
caught in their lines in decades. And 
in the Hamptons and on the North 
Fork, there is no sign that a number 
of lobster-centric seafood restaurants 
that call the region home will join 
other companies beyond its shores in 
vowing to stop selling lobster as a re- 
sult of the red listing. 

“The real problem is that the re- 
search on this is really flawed,” says 
Fredrick Terry, a partner in The Lob- 
ster Roll aka LUNCH, which popu- 
larized the eponymous lobster salad 
sandwich on Long Island. Noting that 
Maine lobster traps feature breakaway 
apparatus that inhibit entanglements, 
he says: “The type of trap lobster men 
and women use are nothing like the 
king crab traps or snow crab traps that 
are deep water.” 

Seafood Watch, based at Monterey 
Bay Aquarium ‘in California, said in 
a report that the fishing industry is a 
danger to North Atlantic right whales 
because “current management mea- 
sures do not go far enough to mitigate 
entanglement risks and promote re- 
covery of the species.” 

Not since Gourmet magazine pub- 
lished David Foster Wallace’s 2004 
essay “Consider The Lobster” that

debated the ethics of the widespread 
practice of boiling the animal alive 
have lobsters been the subject of such 
a hotly contested controversy. 

Many businesses have pledged to 
avoid any items that appear on the 
Seafood Watch red list. A spokes- 
person for Blue Apron, the New 
York-based meal kit retailer, said the 
company stopped offering a seasonal 
lobster box prior to the report, and 
all of the seafood it is currently using 
follows Seafood Watch’s guidelines. 
HelloFresh, the Germany-based meal 
kit company that is the largest such 
company operating in the U.S., also 
pledged shortly after the announce- 
ment to stop selling lobster. 

“HelloFresh is committed to re- 
sponsible sourcing and follows guide- 
lines from the Monterey Bay Aquar- 
ium Seafood Watch program,” said 
Saskia Leisewitz, a spokesperson for 
HelloFresh. : 

On Long Island, lobster meat 
soaked in butter and served on a 
steamed hotdog bun is a summertime 
staple among seafood lovers. But just 
like The Lobster Roll, which has loca- 
tions in Napeague and Southampton, 
it is doubtful that the restaurants’ 
namesake meat will be pulled from 


the menu at Lobster Wok in River- 
head, Manna at Lobster Inn or the 
Shinnecock Lobster Factory — both of 
which are also located in Southamp- 
ton — or MTK Lobster House, which 
has locations in Montauk and Sag 
Harbor. 

“In my opinion, it’s an overreac- 
tion,” says Terry. “It’s absurd. We 
haven’t seen a significant effect on 
the lobster salad consumption in our 
market.” 

He noted that the mail order busi- 
ness for the restaurant’s lobster roll 
kits continues to grow weekly despite 
the Seafood Watch report. But for 
those who are concerned, he said the 
company is working out the recipe for 
mock lobster — the lobster equiva- 
lent of the impossible burger faux 
meat trend — that could eventually 
help ease the conscience of conscien- 
tious consumers concerned about the 
source of their crustaceans. 

Seafood Watch assigns ratings of 
“best choice,” “good alternative” and 
“avoid” to more than 2,000 seafood 
items based on how sustainably they 
are managed. The organization’s rec- 
ommendations have been influential 
in the past, such as when it red-listed 
the Louisiana shrimp fishery, prompt- 


ing efforts to better protect sea turtles. 
The fishery was later removed from 
the red list. 

Now it’s the lobster fishing indus- 
trys turn under the microscope, 
although this time it’s because of 
whales, not turtles. The North Atlan- 
tic right whales number less than 340 
and entanglement is one of the two 
biggest threats they face, along with 
collisions with ships, scientists with 
the National Oceanic and Atmospher- 
ic Administration (NOAA) and other 
groups have said. The population of 
the giant animals, which were deci- 
mated during the commercial whal- 
ing era generations ago, has fallen in 
recent years. 

North Atlantic right whales experi- ° 
enced what NOAA dubbed an “unusu- 
al mortality event” (UME) between 
2017 and 2019, during which 34 dead 
stranded whales were recorded — 21 
in Canada; 13 in the United States. 

“The leading category for the cause 
of death for this UME is ‘human in- 
teraction, specifically from entangle- 
ments or vessel strikes,” the agency 
stated. “Additionally, since 2017, 20 
live, free-swimming, non-stranded 
whales have been documented with 
serious injuries from entanglements 
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or vessel strikes.” 

Members of the lobster fishing in- 
dustry, which is also coping with in- 
creased federal fishing restrictions 
to protect the whales, pushed back 
against the Seafood Watch rating. The 
lobster industry in Maine, where most 
of the U.S.’s lobster comes to land, 
has not had a documented interac- 
tion with a right whale in almost two 
decades, said Patrice McCarron, ex- 
ecutive director of the Maine Lobster- 
men’s Association. 

“Lobster is one of the most sus- 
tainable fisheries in the world due to 
the effective stewardship practices 
handed down through generations of 
lobstermen,” McCarron said. “These 
include strict protections for both the 
lobster resource and right whales.” 

‘Bonnie Brady, executive director of 
the Montauk-based Long Island Com- 
mercial Fishing Association, stood 
with her colleagues in Maine. 

“I don’t really lend any credence at 
all to their assessment,” Brady said. 
“There’s regulations for every fishery 
based on time of year, what kind of 
gear youre using, what you're allowed 
to use, the size of the nets ... all of the 
fisheries that are landed in the U.S. 
are by definition sustainable. And 
they're just misleading the public by 
saying that.” 

Long Island’s lobster fishing in- 
dustry — which had generated $12 
million annually — is slowly making 
a comeback after collapsing in 1999 
following a massive die-off. Federal 
funding was approved earlier this 
year to remove hundreds of thousands 
of derelict lobster traps abandoned in 
the Long Island Sound. 

American and Canadian lobster 
fishermen target the same species,

the American lobster, which is popu- 
lar as live seafood and in processed 
products such as lobster rolls and 
lobster ravioli. The vast majority of 
the world’s American lobster comes to 
the shore in New England and eastern 
Canada, and the crustaceans are both 
a key piece of the economy and a cul- 
tural marker in both places. 

The U.S. lobster fishery is also one 
of the most lucrative in the country 
and was worth more than $900 mil- 
lion at the docks in 2021, when fish- 
ermen caught more than 130 million 
pounds of the crustaceans. 

Seafood Watch partners with nu- 
merous major seafood buyers on 
its recommendations. Some of the 
buyers, such as Compass Group and 
Cheesecake Factory, did not respond 
to requests for comment from The 
Associated Press. A spokesperson 
for one, Mars Petcare, said the com- 
pany doesn’t have lobster in its supply 
chain. 

Environmental groups said Seafood 
Watch’s decision places a spotlight on 
the fishery and the need to do more to 
protect whales. 

“Fishery managers must increase 
protections to save North Atlantic 
right whales so seafood retailers, 
consumers, and restaurants can put 
American lobster and crab back on 
the menu,” Oceana campaign director 
Gib Brogan said.

According to PropertyShark, the median sale 
price throughout the Hamptons reached $1.54 mil- 
lion in the first half of the year, an increase of about 
5% in comparison to the median sale price in the 
first half of 2021, which was $1.47 million. - 

PropertyShark’s August 25 report was com- 
piled by looking at streets with three or more 
home sales that closed between January and June 
2022. The report has Quogue’s Dune Road, where 
there were three transactions, including the larg- 
est, a $17.5 million sale of an oceanfront home at 
232 Dune Road, in the number one spot. The new 
8,300-square-foot home, elevated above the dunes 
with 128 feet of ocean frontage and views of Shin- 
necock Bay, sits on a two-acre lot. Bespoke Real 
Estate represented both the buyer and the seller in 
the transaction when it closed in April. 

While Amagansett, East Hampton and South- 
ampton returned to the top 10, Sagaponack, 
Montauk, Water Mill and Bridgehampton 
were replaced this year with Quogue, 
Sag Harbor, West Hampton Dunes 
and Westhampton Beach — Dune 
Road carried the hamlets west of the 
Shinnecock Canal. 

The data may come as a bit of a 
surprise since Sagaponack tops Prop- 
ertyShark’s list of most expensive zip 
codes in the nation for 2021. Amagansett 
and Quogue are ranked 37th and 38th. 

It may be because while the sale prices increased, 
the number of sales decreased significantly — 48% 
compared to the first half of last year. From January 
through June of 2022, PropertyShark’s data shows 
894 transactions closed. Meanwhile, in the first half

of 2021, there were 1,715 transactions recorded. 


Most Expensive Streets in the Hamptons 

Following Quogue’s Dune Road was Amagan- 
sett’s Marine Boulevard as the second priciest 
street thanks to a median sales price of $8.925 mil- 
lion. A $9.5 million off-market sale topped the three 

sales that closed in the first six months. Mickey 
Drexler, the former CEO at J. Crew and 
The Gap, purchased the 2,000-square- 
foot home in April. Martha Gundersen 
and Paul Brennan of Douglas Elliman 
represented both sides. 
Bluff Road, nearby, came in at the 

third most expensive ‘street with a 

median sales price of $6.672 million. 
The $32 million sale of 325 Bluff Road 
is also the most expensive deal on the top 

10 priciest streets in the Hamptons. 

Nearby, an oceanfront home on 2.59 acres off of 
Bluff Road sold in March for $32 million. A pair of 
non-oceanfront historic summer cottages on Bluff 
Road traded for $6 million and $7 million in sepa- 
rate transactions too. Back in March, the home at. 


325 Bluff Road, set on 2.59 acres along the ocean 
between Indian Wells and Atlantic Beaches, sold in 
an off-market deal. 

Coming in at number four on the list is Bitter- 
sweet Lane in Sag Harbor, where the median sale 
price was $5.424 million. The biggest transaction 
was recorded in the second quarter when a water- 
front property at 32 Bittersweet Lane sold for $6 
million in June. The 2,200-square-foot, two-story 
home, situated on a 0.33-acre lot with a pool, was 
listed as a package along with 24 and 28 Bitter- 
sweet Lane at $10 million. 

Fifth on the list is also Dune Road, but this time 
the portion in West Hampton Dunes, .where the 
median sales price was $4.23 million. There were 
four sales recorded between January and June 
2022 with the highest being $5.8 million. The 
3,870-square-foot home at 777 Dune Road offers 
seven bedrooms and a pool on a 0.65-acre lot. It 
sold in late March. . 

Dune Road appeared for the third time on the 
list in ninth place, this time with the Westhampton 
Beach portion, where the median sales price was 
$3,256,250. 

“Of the 10 priciest streets, Southampton’s Hill. 
Street had the most dynamic sales activity, closing 
12 transactions in the first half of the year,” Prop- 
ertyShark says, though these were mainly from the 
same development as The Latch drew to completion. 


‘Hill Street came in sixth on the list with a median 


sales price of $3,987,500. 

“It was followed by three East Hampton streets 
with a total of eight sales each and Dune Road in 
Westhampton Beach with six transactions,” the re- 
port says. 

The East Hampton streets were ihre Mile Harbor 
Road, Gerard Drive in Springs and Middle Highway.

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Honoring This Week’s Cover Artist: 
The Late Ellen Postrel

his week's cover is now our fourth to feature a 

stunning watercolor by Ellen Postrel, who sadly 
died on Monday, September 5, 2022. This charming 
depiction of the Westhampton Beach Village Marina 
is. a snapshot of Postrel’s many summers in the village 
she had loved since the 1960s. 

“T’ve always loved this little village; it has inspired 
me in so many ways,” she told Dan’s Papers in her 
2020 Honoring the Cover Artist interview. “I love my 
paintings to tell a story — about the landscape and 
about the people. To quote Norman Rockwell: ‘T’ll 
never have enough time to paint all the pictures I'd 
like to. Every painting is a new adventure.” 

As a plein air watercolorist, she would sit outside, 
record the Hamptons beauty and light with her brush 
and camera, then return home to consult her photos 
and art books before completing the painting with 
“reckless abandon.” She described this final step as 
“letting my heart and soul finish the painting.” 

Of her four Dan’s Papers covers, all were tributes to 
iconic Hamptons locales, the others being the West- 
hampton Beach Performing Arts Center on August 5, 
2005; the Amagansett Beach Hut on September 13, 
2013; and Westhampton Beach Main Street on Sep- 
tember 25, 2020. In 2010, her 2005 cover was selected 
as one of the top 50 covers in 50 years of Dan’s Papers. 

“I have always tried to capture the charm of this 
small town in my watercolors,” she added in her 2020 
interview. “I especially like to paint scenes from the 
farmers market on Saturday, the July Fourth parade 
in Southampton, the radiant sunflowers in bloom, 
Beach Bakery, the abundant farm stands.” 

Postrel first started her artistic career by training in 
oil and acrylics, but once she discovered watercolors 
and an award-winning watercolorist to mentor her, 
Sue Archer, Postrel knew she had discovered her true 
artistic passion. Postrel continued to take workshops

and hone her watercolor prowess in Florida during her 
winters in Boca Raton, on the East End and abroad 
(Paris was one of her favorite destinations). She also 
trained as a docent at the Parrish Art Museum. | 

She had been represented by Fitzgerald Gallery in 
Westhampton Beach for nearly 30 years when she 
died. Owner Kevin Fitzgerald remembers her deter- 
mination when she first walked in, portfolio of still- 
lifes and florals in hand, to make her case for repre- 
sentation. 

“What I will miss the most is her lively personal- 
ity,” Fitzgerald says. “And as far as her paintings, she 
was not afraid to use color, always very bold in her 
approach and almost always incorporated figures into 
her work, which brought it life. I enjoyed her company 
and her artwork very much for these many years that 
L represented her here.” 

He adds that the walls of his gallery are still oe 
with Postrel’s works — watercolors of lifeguards, cro- 
quet players, cyclists, farm scenes, vegetable stands 


_and the now-shuttered Westhampton boutique 


O’Suzanna. Fitzgerald’s gallery remains the main, 
and possibly only, place to purchase Postrel’s art. 

She also exhibited her watercolors at Florida and 
New York art shows organized by, the International 
Orchid Society, Palm Beach Watercolor Society, Flow- 
ers at the Greenery, Southampton Artists Association 
and Guild Hall in East Hampton. 

Postrel considered art as one piece of her weekly 
diet — one pillar in her identity. She balanced her time 
and passion with other joy-filled activities, including 
golf, bridge, cooking, reading and taking walks. “My 
decades-long love affair with art has never curtailed 
my curiosity and ability to delve into other disci- 
plines,” she told Dan’s Papers. “While being an art-

ist is a fundamental pillar of my identity, I’ve always 
maintained a generalist approach to my life. Art is 
my transcendent lens in which I can appreciate this 
world’s natural beauty.” 

She is predeceased by her husband, Albert Postrel, 
who. died on January 8, 2010. “Meemee,” as she was 
lovingly called, is survived by her children Mare, Al- 
ice and Rhonda; children-in-law Elizabeth and Brian; 
seven grandchildren and three great-grandkids. Her 
family, friends, art fans and the Westhampton Beach 
community will miss her dearly.

new outdoor fine art show is coming to South- 

mpton’s Agawam Park September 16-18 — 

and this Southampton Art Festival is created by an 
artist, for artists. 

The show’s founder, Angus Macaulay, is a veteran 
of juried art festivals and has earned more than a 
dozen awards at these festivals, including Best of 
Show on multiple occasions. In recent years, Ma- 
caulay has taken part in the Hamptons summer 
circuit of art shows, including the more intimate 
affairs hosted by the local artists associations and 
chambers of commerce. After a particularly suc- 
cessful year, he decided to throw his paint-covered 
hat into the ring of festival organizing. 

“I just had a phenomenal run. I do large expres- 
sionistic pieces, and they just connected so well in 
the Hamptons at these small, unexpected shows,” 
he says. “I decided that I wanted to add to the sched- 
ule and run my own show for the first time, which is 
a whole other ballgame.” 

When deciding on the location for his inaugural 
art festival, he couldn’t ignore the draw of South- 
ampton Village, a mecca of summer art shows from 
Southampton Arts Center to Agawam Park. “I par- 
ticularly liked the Southampton area. I thought the 
demographic there was a really stimulating, high- 
end, sophisticated crowd,” Macaulay says. “And 
Agawam Park is just an idyllic setting, right off of 
downtown.” 

Like the location, the September 16-18 date was 
fairly obvious to Macaulay. “You kind of have to be 
strategic about which weekends artists are going 
to be available to do shows, and (which weekends) 


don’t conflict with the other Hamptons shows,” he 
explains, adding, “It was really the only weekend 
that made sense.” 

The Southampton Art Festival will feature about 
40 artists, including Macaulay, hailing from regions 
near and far — from the Southampton Artists As- 
sociation to Washington State to Israel. “For a first- 
year show, that’s a nice little number. And we re- 
ally didn’t want it to be too big,” he says. “Us artists 
who have been doing this a lot, we’re always looking 
for those special little shows that aren’t these huge 
events where there’s so much competition with the 
other artists, and that are in the right demographic.” 

Featured artist Bruce Reinfeld of Philadelphia 
will be joined by Yoram Gal, Isack Kousnsky, Jenni- 
fer Levine, Dacota Maphis, Christine Adele Moore, 
John van Orsouw, Andrew Butler, David Margolis, 
Jonathan Spector, Tracy Booth, Lyn Sedlak-Ford,

others. The fine art and fine craft in this juried show 
include paintings and mixed media, photography, 
sculpture and more, at prices generally lower than 
the gallery standard. oe eae 

“A lot of these artists are friends of mine. We’ve all 
been doing shows for a long time around the coun- 
try, and I know all of them personally,” Macaulay 
shares, noting that a driving force for this festival 
is his desire to help his friends flourish. While some 
art festivals make a profit off of charging artists 
massive booth fees, Macaulay didn’t want to priori- 
tize profits over friendships. 

“Tt’s kind of a rare mentality, to be honest, to have 
an artist-run event that’s really focused on having 
the artists do well and not be a money maker,” he 
says. “All the booth fees were spent on marketing 
promotions, because I just wanted to get the word

out to the best of my abilities, so that we would get 
people to come to the show so that all my friends 
would do well. That’s all I care about.”

The first step to apple picking is 
picking which orchard where you 
will pick said apples. You really can- 
not go wrong out here, however; there 
are many grade-A orchards on the 
East End. For families with young 
children, Hank’s Pumpkintown 
in Water Mill offers tons of fall fun, 
such as a corn maze, a giant pumpkin 
patch, treats such as cider dough- 
nuts and soft-serve ice cream, and a 
playground. You can pluck autumn 
rose fuji, mutsu, cameo, cortland and 
other apple variants. Woodside Or- 
chards Aquebogue is run by fifth- 
generation farmers that specialize in 
U-pick apples. The tasting room pours 
one of the best hard ciders we’ve had 
the pleasure of knowing. Peck-sized 
bags cost $20 and are required. to 
enter the orchard. Lastly, Haydens 
Orchard offers prime apple and nec- 
tarine picking in the fall (great peach 
picking during the summer). They’re 
open seven days a week, 9 a.m.—5 
p.m. You can leave the orchard with 
10 pounds of fruit, too! Find the full 
2022 apple picking guide at DansPa- 
pers.com. 

On September 17, Rowdy Hall in 
the beautiful Parrish Mews in East 
Hampton will turn into a beer gar- 
den.

f you are searching for a nice red table wine to 


complement your autumn meals, the 2020 Bar- 


bera d’Asti DOCG Le Orme is perfect. This is a 
medium-bodied red with a lighter mouth feel. It is 
an exquisite garnet color with beautiful legs — the 
streaks left on the glass when one swirls before tast- 
ing. Higher alcohol wines tend to leave more promi- 
nent streaks on the glass. This wine comes in at 14% 
alcohol. It is exceptionally dry with notes of bright 
cherry and hints of spice. The finish is also extreme- 
ly dry. This wine pairs beautifully with pasta as well 
as any type of Italian dish with red sauce, hearty 
soups, hard cheeses and chili. If you want to elevate 
pizza night, this is the wine to do it.

The 2020 Barbera d’Asti DOCG Le Orme does- 
need a bit of time to open up. If possible, you might . 


want to decant the wine. When wine is decanted or 
poured into a more open vessel, more oxygen is in- 
troduced to it. This allows flavors to open up and 
tannins to soften. No time, or desire, to decant? 
Opening the wine and pouring it into a glass a few 
minutes before serving can also be helpful. 

It is an excellent wine to enjoy with food. It’s stain- 
less steel fermented and quite different from the 
rich, oaky, fuller-bodied California reds on the mar- 
ket. There are no notes of vanilla or toast to compete 
with your dish. This wine will enhance your meal 
and allow the flavors of your food to shine. 

This lovely wine is from the Piedmont area in 
Italy and retails for $18.

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Strongpoint Theinert Ranch 
Hosts Sunset Ferry Cruise 


STRONGPOINT THEINERT RANCH RETREAT PARTICIPANTS

e family of fallen Shelter Island native and U.S. 
Army ist Lt. Joseph Theinert has had a banner 
year at Strongpoint Theinert Ranch, the nonprofit 
veterans retreat and bridge program they launched on 
their 1,000-acre property in Magdalena, New. Mexico 
in 2016 to honor the memory of their son and brother. 
And it’s only the beginning of what's to come. 
After COVID stopped programming in.2020 and 
2021, Strongpoint Theinert Ranch (STR) came back 


better than ever in 2022 with four successful veter-. 


ans retreats between April and August, the addition 
of new therapeutic programming, an outdoor gym 
and, most notably, the completion of their first ma- 
jor capital project — a large barracks (or bunkhouse) 
that has greatly expanded and improved upon what 
they can offer veterans in need at no cost. All of it, 
too, keeps the name and legacy of ist Lt. Theinert 
alive and burning bright more than a decade after 
the 24-year-old soldier was killed by an IED in Af- 
ghanistan on June 4, 2010. 

While the weather is still beautiful, the Theinert 
family is hosting a unique Ferry Cruise party off 
Shelter Island next Saturday, September 24 from 
4-8 p.m. to celebrate this auspicious first year back, 
and raise funds to help even more veterans in 2023. 

“It’s an event that we have done pretty much since 
2010,” STR president Jimbo Theinert explained, not- 
ing that the Ferry Cruise party is always aboard the 
Lt. Joe Theinert, a South Ferry vessel that the Clark 
family, who own it, recommissioned in his older 
brother’s name about a month after he was killed. 
“The Clark family wanted to do that because Joe had 
worked on the boat and they appreciated his sacri- 
fice,” he says, recalling the outpouring of love and 
generosity toward his family after the unthinkable 
happened. 

Early on, before the Ferry Cruise was a fundraiser 
for STR, Theinert says the boat would leave Shelter 
Island with a bunch of people (and no cars) on board, 
travel to Greenport, and then dock at Claudio’s where 
the party would continue thanks to another generous 
supporter, Claudio’s then-manager Steve Pisacano. 
That eventually changed, and now, back for the first 
time since 2019, the boat simply heads out on the wa- 
ter for a 4-hour sunset cruise, making it one of the

most memorable local benefits one could attend. 

“We'll have 150 people aboard the Lt. Joe with live 
music and drinks, dancing and give people an op- 
portunity to hear a little bit about Strongpoint and 
what we’re doing — typical fundraiser stuff,” Thein- 
ert said last week, adding that Shelter Island’s own 
Sara Mundy and other local musicians will provide 
the evening’s soundtrack. “It’s a big floating party 
deck, dance floor. We'll throw some tables and chairs 
on for people. We'll have some passed hors d’oeuvres 
and beer and wine with local musicians. It’s a pretty 
unique fundraiser. Not a lot of these cocktail parties 
happen on a ferry boat.” 

Theinert said the Ferry Cruises began seit mostly 
friends and family. They attempted to scale it up at 
one point to better support the ranch, but they’re 
going back to basics for this first year back. “It’s re- 
ally going to be friends and family plus a wider net of 
people who are in the loop with the ranch,” he said, 


noting that guests this year will include anyone who 


wants to support the cause, along with a number of 
veterans who have found help and relief at STR re- 
treats. “It’s a great opportunity to meet some of the 
people who are experiencing the ranch, get some 
firsthand testimonials, but also just connect,” he 
continued. 

This year, Theinert said he =o his family first went 
to the ranch in February to check out the finished bar- 
racks, which was years in the making between rais- 
ing funds and construction. “It totally overwhelmed 
us, honestly,” he recalled. 

While they once slept 8-9 veterans in the main 
house and put others on the back deck or in a big tent, 


the barracks can now comfortably accommodate all 


retreat participants. “We had 18 or 19 people under

one roof, which is far and away bigger than anything 
we ever did out of my parents’ house,” Theinert said 
of this summer's retreats. “The group sizes are a little 
bit larger and I think the summer felt way more effec- 
tive being that the program was executed in a space 
that was specifically designed for it,” he continued, 
also noting, “The communal aspect of everything 
we're trying to do is so much more cohesive having 
everybody under one roof. 

STR had four groups come through the vant this 
year, starting in April with a volunteer group of both 
veterans and civilians — “different handy people 
from the East End” — who helped build all the bunk- 
beds and everything else needed to get the remaining 
summer retreats up and running. They also added 
an equine therapy program at the ranch thanks to a 
partnership with Diana O’Donnell, president of Unit- 
ed Reins of America, a Manorville-based nonprofit 
that uses horses to help veterans and first responders 
struggling with addiction at no cost. 

Theinert’s stepfather, STR vice president Dr. Fran- 
cis Kestler, led a “leadership retreat” in July for older 
men, including Vietnam veterans and officers who 
had achieved ranks as high as colonel. While these .— 
high ranking officers don’t always see the direct com- 
bat that so many soldiers can’t shake, Theinert said 
they can suffer survivor's guilt for giving the orders 
that lead to the deaths of their men. 

-“Joe’s XO (executive officer) was on the leadership 
retreat and he shared openly about how much he 


struggled that he gave Joe the order that ultimately 


ended his life,” Theinert said, explaining that the of- 
ficer had wrestled with this burden throughout the 
12 years since his brother died. “I think he had a tre- 
mendous release in visiting the ranch and getting to 
experience the program that we built, and knowing 
that Joe’s legacy lives on in the work that we’re do- 


ing,” he added. 


In the second week of August, Theinert and STR 
treasurer Dan Kelly, a Southampton native and U.S. 
Marine Corps veteran, facilitated a men’s retreat 


which included guys from Dawgpatch Bandits Inc. — 


a Sag Harbor nonprofit promoting fitness as a tool to 
support substance abuse and mental health recovery 
— who helped build the outdoor gym. They also con- 
tinued piloting their equine program, and it proved 
to be beneficial for the vets. 

Finally, STR concluded the summer with their first 
all-women’s veteran retreat, which fully integrated 
the equine therapy and was a win on all fronts. 

_Theinert said he hopes to do even more at STR in 
2023, so fundraisers like the Ferry Cruise are vital for 
making that happen. Veterans pay nothing to attend 
and costs are around $750 per participant. “We're 
going to go where our people need us, and inevita- 
bly we’re going to end up putting together programs 
that are super helpful to a lot of people,” he said. “Our 
program is pretty amazing and we're going to find 
people. Sourcing participants, fortunately or unfor- 
tunately, is not going to be an issue. There’s lots of 
people within the military community who need help 
and we're going to get to them as best we can.”

Monkeypox Update, the 
New COVID Omicron 
Boosters, Flu Season

F all is such a beautiful season out 
east — warm, sunny skies, less traf- 
fic, more room at the beach, and plenty 
of apples and pumpkins for the picking. 
It’s also a good time for a wellness 
check-in — because once the fall of- 
ficially kicks in September 22, the cold 
and flu season isn’t far behind. With 
COVID-i9 and now Monkeypox still a 
year-round concern, even more reason 
to manage your healthcare. 

We checked in with Dr. Eric Lella, di- 
rector of the Edie Windsor Healthcare 
Center (EWHC) in Hampton Bays for a 
fall wellness checkup to find out the lat- 
est updates on Monkeypox, the COVID 
Omicron boosters and what the flu sea- 
son will look like this year. 


So many concerning health 
headlines. What is the latest on 
Monkeypox? 

The cases in Suffolk County continue 
to occur over previous weeks and over- 
all for New York State. However, new 
cases are trending downward. Suffolk 
County has the third highest number 
of Monkeypox cases in the state, after 
New York City and Westchester County. 

The clinic received supply of the vac- 
cine this summer (on July 25), and as of 
September 9, 2022, the Edie Windsor 
Healthcare Center has vaccinated 1,140 
individuals. 


What is the current status of 
supply of Monkeypox vaccines at 
the EWHC clinic? - 

The change now is anyone can sched- 
ule for a first dose and/or a second dose, 
even if they got it somewhere else and 


are out here and need a second dose. 

We recently received Emergency Use 
Authorization from the FDA to use a 
smaller volume of vaccine. When placed 
in the superficial layers of the skin, that 
smaller volume was studied to be just 
as effective as the previous dosing and 
route of administration. 


One vial used to contain one dose; 


now we can get five doses out of one vial. 
The number of doses has now increased 
five-fold, so we have sufficient supply to 
offer shots for anyone who needs a first 
and/or second dose. 

Our upcoming dates for scheduling 
for Monkeypox vaccines are Fridays 
(September 16, 23 and 30) with more 
available.. To schedule an appoint- 
ment, go to stonybrookmedicine.edu/ 
monkeypox/vaccinations. 


How effective is the Monkeypox 
vaccine and who is beng treated 
for it? 

The vaccine is shougit to be about 
85% effective, so some breakthrough 
infections can be possible but hopefully 
if they occur, more mild. _ 

The new cases show infections are 
almost exclusively related to sexual 
encounters between men who have sex 
with men (MSM). Most of the cases are 
seen in those in their mid-20s to mid- 
40s. The number of cases in female pa- 
tients is vanishingly low. 


Why are Monkeypox cases al- 
most exclusively in MSM? 

Many in this demographic tend to 
have more frequent new and sometimes 
anonymous sexual partners. Monkey- 
pox is not a “gay disease.” Anyone could 
theoretically get it — it is just the close,

prolonged skin-to-skin contact and fric- 
tion on sensitive areas during sex that 
creates the perfect opportunity and 


environment for the infection to spread 


very easily. 
It is possible that people can get it 
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from other skin-to-skin contact, say 
if someone is grinding shirtless on a. 
dance floor, but the cases are almost . 


exclusively related to sexual encounters 
with men having sex with men 


How can people lower their risk 


of contracting Monkeypox? © 
A lot of gay men are changing their 


sexual practices to lower their risk. The » 
CDC (Centers for Disease Control) did . 


a study between August 5 and August 
15, 2022 that found about 50% reduc- 
tion in the number of sexual partners 
people were having, a 50% reduction in 
one-time encounters — like a hookup — 
and a 50% reduction in sexual encoun- 
ters related to people meeting on dating 
sites and at parties. Basically people 
have changed their behaviors, which. is 
helping. 


Based on previous studies it is 


thought that the highest level of immu- 
nity is two weeks after the second dose 
of the vaccine. 


Switching gears: What can you 
tell us about the new COVID Omi- 
cron boosters? 


The FDA just approved the updated 


boosters made by Pfizer and Mod- 
erna, which included added: protection 
against the Omicron strains. The Omi- 
cron variant is the predominant strain 


that has been the circulating strain in 


the population. 
This updated Omicron booster is a 


bi-valient — which means there are two 


| strains in this vaccine, so it has some of 


the strain from the original vaccine and 


~ some of the two strains related to the 


Omicron variant (BA.4 and BA.5). 


Is the new COVID Omicron 
booster safe? : 
Some people may say, “Well this one 
didn’t get full FDA approval,” or “They 
didn’t study it for a while.” We were able 
to update the instructions that were in- 
side of this mRNA vaccine. It is similar 
to the updated flu-vaccine every year. 
We don’t run a trial on the flu vaccine 
every year. We know that the vaccine is 


safe. We can update it for the strain of . 


flu we think we're going to be seeing ev- 
ery year and the same concept with this 
updated Omicron booster. 


Who is eligible for the bs 
Omicron booster? 
Anyone who has not had a COVID in- 


fection or an mRNA booster in the past . 


two months is eligible. Some experts 
are saying hold off on the booster until 


about four to five months after a recent. 


Omicron infection or a previous mRNA 
booster shot to allow the immune sys- 
tem to respond more robustly to the 
new updated booster. 

Pfizer’s booster is approved for indi- 
viduals aged 12 years and older. Mod- 
erna’s updated booster is approved for 
those for individuals aged 18 and older. 

There are no updated forms of the 
Johnson & J ohnson or the Novavax vac- 
cines yet. 

There is a CDC vaccine eligibility app 
on their website, click on it and answer 
questions for individual eligibility on 
when you should get your booster. It’s 
called “Stay Up to Date with COVID 
Vaccines Including Boosters” at cdc. 
gov/coronavirus/2019-ncov/vaccines/ 
stay-up-to-date. html. 


Do you expect people to be com- 
ing in soon for the updated Omi- 
cron booster, and does the hospi- 
tal have supply? 

The hospital has received supply of 
the Omicron booster and Stony Brook 
Southampton Hospital will be posting 
dates and opening bookings for ap- 


-pointments on their website very soon. 


(southampton.stonybrookmed.edu). 
They are -also currently available at 
some local pharmacies. 

This booster is so important. The 
Omicron strain, the current dominant 
strain, is so different than the original 
strain that it is getting around the origi- 
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nal vaccines, so even if you had gotten 
your previous two boosters — the previ- 
ous boosters were based_on the original 
strain — we're several strains away now, 
so that’s likely a factor why people are 
getting breakthrough infections with 
Omicron. 

Now that we have an Omicron-specif- 
ic booster, hopefully we will see fewer 
breakthrough infections, and if we do 
see breakthrough infections they will 
be even more mild than the current 
breakthrough infections. We will know 
more from the data as time goes on. 


How long will this new Omicron 
booster be good for? ; 

It's difficult to say when that immu- 
nity may start to drop. Just like in the 
beginning (of COVID), we didn’t know 
when we would need a first booster, 
‘with time and looking at the date we 
figured that out. Some experts expect 
that these boosters will be an annual 
vaccine along with an annual flu shot, 
or they may come out and say you have 
to get it twice a year. If a newer strain 
splits off and become the predominant 
COVID infection, then we might see 
_ this updated booster’s efficacy drop.

Given that flu season took a 
back seat to COVID in recent 


years, is the flu shot still strongly » 


recommended this season? 

In a typical year there are about 
40,000 to 60,000 flu-related deaths in 
the United States. 

Some people will still die from flu-re- 
lated cause so if you want to reduce your 
risk, wear masks indoors around large 
groups, wash your hands and, yes, get 
vaccinated. Probably the best time to 
get the flu shot is in the second week of 
October, that way your highest immu- 
nity will be during peak flu season and 
even if a breakthrough case does oc- 
cur, much like a breakthrough COVID 
case, hopefully the illness will be less 
severe. 


How do you time your flu shot 
with the COVID booster — can 
you get those close to each other 
or should you space it out? 

There is no recommendation to space 
it out. The CDC says you could get them 
on the same day.

If you are concerned about get- 
ting flu-like symptoms from the flu 
shot and side-effects from a COVID 
booster, maybe you want to space 
them out.

WHY SHOULD SOME 
PERENNIALS BE PRUNED? 

The College of Agricultural Sciences 
at Pennsylvania State University notes 
that perennials that have become 
diseased or infested with insects are 
pruned to prevent those problems from 
resurfacing in the spring. In addition, 
according to the Old Farmer's Alma- 
nac, many herbaceous perennials have 
old foliage and dying stems after sev-

eral hard frosts. If dead foliage or dy- 
ing stems aren’t pruned, disease, slugs 
and other pests can overwinter in the 
plants. Cutting these plants down to the 
ground after several hard frosts allows 
the base of the plant to remain dormant 
over the winter but makes the plant less 
hospitable to disease and insects. 


WHICH PERENNIALS SHOULD | 
PRUNE? 


The first step to pruning perennials 


is to recognize which need to be pruned. 


and which can be left intact for the win- 
ter. The Old Farmer's Almanac notes 
that bee balm and phlox are prone to 
powdery mildew and should be cut back 
once they’re gone. Hostas harbor slug 
eggs, so they, too, should be pruned af- 
ter a hard frost. Hosta leaves that have 
fallen on the ground should be removed 
as well. There’s no need to cut back 
certain perennials if they're healthy. 
For example, hardy geraniums do not 
require pruning in the fall, and Penn

State Extension notes that hardy peren- 
nials like garden mums are more likely 
to survive a cold winter if they’re left 
intact. That’s because the tops of such 
plants will collect leaves and snow for 
insulation and moisture over the course 
of winter. Gardeners who are unsure 
about fall pruning can speak with their 
local gardening center for additional 
advice regarding which plants to cut 
back before winter. 


WHEN TO PRUNE PERENNIALS 


Gardeners need not rush to prune pe- 


rennials in the fall. Diseased or infested 


plants can be pruned at the first sight 
of disease or infestation, but gardeners 
can wait until several hard frosts have 
occurred before they prune healthy pe- 
rennials. In gardening parlance, a hard. 
frost refers to when temperatures drop 
below 28 degrees F. Several hard frosts 
kill the uppermost growth of most pe- 
rennials, making this an ideal time to 
prune them.

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Charlene Gayle: A Fierce Advocate for NY

Re estate may be Charlene Gayle’s 
areer, but politics, government 
and advocacy comprise also her spe- 
cialty. Through relationship develop- 
ment and fierce advocacy on behalf of 
her organization — the New York State 
Association of Black, Puerto Rican, 
Hispanic & Asian Legislators Inc. — 
Gayle has earned the respect of many 
of the state’s most influential govern- 
ment leaders and secured the trust of 
decision-makers from the boroughs to 
Albany. 

Gayle is purpose-driven and vision- 
oriented, leading the nonprofit group 
since 2018. Innovative by nature, 
complemented by decades of busi- 
ness savvy, her leadership has helped 
advance the mission and broaden its 
scope. The group of elected officials 
views their modus operandi as simple: 
elevating the communities of color, 
by advancing education, equity and 
empowerment. 

The Brooklyn native now calls Long 
Island home; however, her focus is not 
just on the Downstate region. As the 
organization’s executive director, Gayle 
is focused not only on Brooklyn but also 
Buffalo. Not only Manhattan but also 
Messena. 

Doing so effectively takes relation- 
ships in New York's legislative bod- 
ies and executive offices, and through 
years of networking, Gayle has honed 
these connections by way of friend- 
ships. Yielding influence for good, the 
nonprofit’s recent Legislative Political 
Action Conference brought more than 
5,000 voices to Albany, enabling com- 
munity members to speak directly with 
those they have elected and formulate 
solutions to benefit their communities 
as well as others statewide. 

“The weekend also serves as a net- 
working incubator for those who are 
passionate about community service, 
seeking careers in the government and 
political arena, as well as nonprofits,” 
Gayle says. 

“Shirley Chisholm was one of the 
founding members of our organization,” 
she continues. “I always say we have 
Founding Fathers but also Founding 
Mothers. I am passionate about legacy 
building and that legacy being used for 
the greater good. Not only the legacies 
of a family, but the legacy of a commu- 
nity where the family serves and lives. 
In doing so, I am paying homage to my

lineage, attempting to be an example of 
living an example from my parents.” 

Through workforce training, young 
professionals’ networking opportuni- 
ties and mentorship programs, Gayle 
hopes the initiative will help pave the 
way for people of color to long-term 
careers. 

“We as an organization like to serve as 
the infrastructure to bridge the wealth 
gap of minority families,” she says. 
“COVID-1i9 has exposed the healthcare 
deserts, the economic disparities, the 
digital divide, housing insecurities and 
inequities, as well as the bipolarity of 
minorities across the state. It’s an honor 
to serve in this organization whose 
mission is to not only identify these 
gaps but to do something about them, 
and promote a greater good for our 
community.” 

Gayle is an accomplished busi- 
ness owner in the field of real estate. 
A second-generation force in the 
space, she learned through the guid- 
ance and knowledge of her father, 
Leonard Gayle, a renowned and leg- 
endary real estate mogul. His les- 
sons laid the foundation for Gayle’s 


early-career successes. 

However, now, with over two decades 
of experience in real estate and as the 
founder of two real estate companies of 
her own, Gayle is a mover and shaker. 

“Watching my father, as well as my 
mother, it shows that no one can pay 
you your value, but you,” she says. “I like 
to speak to young entrepreneurs and 
encourage minority-owned businesses 
to get certified to participate in pro- 
curement opportunities in the MWBE 
(Minority and Women Owned Business 
Enterprises) field, as well as the DBE 
(Disadvantaged Business Enterprise) 
sectors. I think that it’s important for 
minority-owned businesses to engage 
and seek government contracts, for 
sustainability; there are a lot of oppor- 
tunities out there for minority-owned 
businesses, with resources that some 
minority-owned businesses are now 
aware of.” 

She continues, “On another end, we 
have to hold the winners of these lucra- 
tive contracts responsible, to make sure 
they are engaging in their 10% or 20% 
MWBE participation, with the con- 
tracts that they were awarded.” 


Her career progression, much like her 
life in advocacy, has been fueled by in- 
novation, which has helped her compa- 
nies excel. Her unique marketing strat- 
egies have aided the evolution of real 
estate sales in Brooklyn. Trailblazing 
in her own way, her business interests, 
too, are purpose-driven, with a passion 
for expanding access to quality housing 
options for those who are less fortunate. 

Some years after founding her resi- 
dential company, The Macon Realty, 
she started Macon Property Group, 
which specializes in the development 
and rehabilitation of affordable hous- 
ing. The organization, which is a New 
York City MWBE, has brought progress 
to the often-difficult process of expand- 
ing access to housing. 

“We focus on minority homeowner- 
ship, which is definitely a methodology 
to build wealth,” she says. “Ownership 
is key. I speak a lot more on home- 
ownership, whether it’s an affordable 
co-op, HDSC or a single-family home. 
Homeownership is the key to economic 
freedom.” . 

While much of her time is spent be- 
tween networking and political events, 
as well as pursuing her business en- 
deavors, the Long Island resident does 
venture to the East End. Gayle, who 


considers herself a foodie, loves the 


Hamptons dining scene, spending time 
on Southampton Main Street. 

“Every time I go to 75 Main or Blu 
Mar it’s an astronomical experience,” 
Gayle says. “I am a big believer in ‘work 
hard and enjoy your life hard, so I love 
the culinary experience that Long Is- 
land brings. There are so many options, 
whether it’s steak or oysters on the East 
End.” 

While she has an affinity for the 
North Shore, Gayle says that “any view 
of the water is relaxing and tranquil.” 

She adds, “Whether it’s the dining ex- 
perience, the arts, cultural experiences 
or meeting people and talking with 
them in the Hamptons, it just seems 
like the East End has less stress. When 
you are in the city, there’s pressure; 


‘when youre out east, it’s laissez-faire.” 


And, no matter the love Gayle may 
have for the island, she keeps her heart 
where she considers her home.
